“Knight of the Road,’ about whom 
Edgar Guest is composing a poem, 
“The Lone Traveler,” tramped into 
Quincy yesterday with an 8Db- 
pound pack on his back and one 
penny in his pocket. Since July 6, 


1932, he has gfe 12,900 miles. 
e will remain in Quincy about 


ten days, a visitor at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Russell Johnson of 
Town Hill street, West Quincy, 
and this morning, accompanied 
by Park Commissioner Yrjo Mat- 
son, he called upon Mayor Charles 
A. Ross. 

While here Nivala will look 
about for enough odd jobs with 
which to pay his board and if he 
is successful in making more 
money than is required for his 
bare living expenses, will turn the 
surplus over to some charity and 
leave the way he came with his 
sack and a single penny. 

The young hiker, 25 years old, is 
descended from a family for whom 
the town of Nivala, Finland, was 
named and it is the same town 
that Mr. Matson came from when 
he travelled over the seas to the 
United States. 

A description of the purpose of 
the long hike and the type of man 
Nivala is was published in Fitch- 
burg last week and is reprinted as 
follows: 

“On July 6, 1932, one BE. Richard 
Nivala, Finnish resident of As- 
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toria, Oregon, looked about him, 
decided that too many people were 
busy making money and other- 
wise wasting their lives, decided 
that what was needed in the world 
was more friendship, good will and 
understanding among people.

Armed with introductions from 
civic leaders of Astoria he set out 
on the ambitious project of visit- 
ing every continent, of observing 
things and people, writing them 
down. 

Carrying an 85-pound pack, with 
one penny in his pocket, his idea 
was to enter a town with the pen- 
ny, work for his board, leave the 
town with the same penny. 

To date Nivala has been success- 
ful, has covered some 12 thousand 
eight hundred miles over the U. 
S.; arrived in Fitchburg this week. 
Being Finnish he has for the past 
few months concentrated on Fin- 
nish cities, such as Duluth and 
Ashtabula, Ohio. 

He says his purpose is to ‘Ag- 
yance Understanding, Friendship, 
Kindness, Goodwill, and Interna- 
tiona; Peace;’ hopes to form a so- 
ciety dedicated to this end on the

completion of his six-year, 
thousand-mile journey. 

In addition to his pack he carries 
a thick diary in which he notes 
the passage of time and events, 
also writes his thoughts and ob- 
servations of people and places.

Suomi, the country where the writer first saw the 
light of day, has of late received unusual attention from 
the people of the United States. | should like to guide 
my readers through the beautiful land of a thousand 
lakes—I should say tens of thousands—and tell what 
I know of Suomi, though I am restricted in space.

The chief industries of Suomi are: Agriculture, 
dairying, forestry, lumbering and the manufacture of 
paper. The exports are: products of wood, both fin- 
ished and unfinished: pulpwood and paper: butter. 
cheese, and other dairy products, England, Germany, 
France and the United States are the principal buy- 
ers. When speaking of the forests of Suomi it is well 
to remember that the value of the forests there is the 
greatest in_ all Europe, excepting Russia. Three- fourths 
of the country is covered by scientically cared for forests 
and increases the wealth of the country ten per cent 
annually. Our own forest experts declare that the tim- 
ber lands ef Suomi are the best cared for in the world. 
+ . + 


Regardless of the world-wide depression the eco- 
nomical condition of Suomi is in excellent shape. The 
unemployment question is not !as serious as it is in 
many countries of Europe. raver difficulties are 
seldom heard of and plans f relief work were laid 
out before the time became critical. During past years 
the exports have been considerably greater than the im- 
ports. At the end of September trade conditions showed 
more than a billion marks credit though the fiscal year 
was not yet ended. The Finnish mark is well on its way 
to stabilization. During the past year the confidence of 
the United States in Suomi has increased greatly, as this 
little country has been prompt in paying her war debt 
to Uncle Sam. °. > *

shores of the Arctic, where Nature is undisturbed in

in’ a “a certain subtle effect of the country 

on his whole being; he teels himself 
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of square feet; and ‘between lake and lake,-and 
the lake-systems and the sea are streams, narrows, 
rapids, and rivers. A peculiarity of Finnish lake- 
scenery is the tendency of the land to form narrow 
rib-and-like ridges that wind across the lakes or 
former lake-beds. 

The forests are mostly coniferous — piné and 
spruce—but there is also an abundance of birch, 
and enough other species of leaf-trees to provide 
a wealth of varying shades of green in the land- 
scape. 

To come to climate, the Finnish winter is cold, 
but not so cold but that all winter sports can be 
enjoyed in the same comfort as in Switzerland. 
For about four months in the year in the south, 
increasing to over six in Lapland, the ground is 
covered with snow. The days are short in mid- 
winter, shortening towards the north, until in Lap- 
land the sun never rises above the horizon at all 
for a couple of months, but as spring draws near 
the days lengthen and the whole country sparkles 
under abrilliant sinshine. Spring comes with a 
rush. Hardly have the snowdrifts disappeared 
before trees are in bud and the earth carpeted 
with. green. The nights thin out more and more; 
indeed, in Lapland the sun never sets for two 
whole months round about midsummer. In the 
southern half of Finland the Midnight Sun is not 
actually seen, but here, too, the nights are ‘‘white”’ 
—light enough to enable a book to be read outside 
at midnight during the lightest period. 

Summer is the most glorious time in the year 
in Finland. The combined effect of the warm 
weather, the endless light and the thinly-popa- 
lated country is a feeling of almost absolute free- 
dom, tinged with a spice of adventure. The sun, 
though hot enough to make prolonged sunbathing 
at mid-day risky, is exhilarating, and not fatiguing 
as in the south. Clad in the lightest of flannels, 
one can roam through the forests, climbing to 
vantage points for the views of green woods and 
placid lakes, bask on the sands, or enjoy the 
pleasures of bathing—for which there are unlimit- 
ed possibilities in sea or lake—boating, yachting, 
fishing, tennis, rambling, or luxurous lazing in 
hammock or on greensward. One can hardly tear 
oneself from out-of-doors, so natural does a life 
in the open seem. Difficult to go to bed, too, for 
the night consists of a short sunset hour, well 
worth watching for the play of beautiful tender 
colours. There is a lyrical note in the Finnish sum- 
mer that helps one to understand why Finland 
has been able to produce her enormous hee 
of folk-poetry and world-famous music. ww 

The opportunities Finland affords in summer 
for a life in the open, camping, hiking, and pic- 
nicking, as well as the general run of outdoor 
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sports, are such as to make a boy’s mouth water, 
and, indeed, to make anyone feel young again. 
To the average Boy Scout the country would seem 
a paradise. And, throughout, one has the feeling 
of a friendly nature, a nature lacking in pitfalls or 
insects, or treacherous sidden variations of tem- 
perature. The health-giving, invigorating charact- 
er of the Finnish summer has long been recognised 
by the educational authorities and parents. Schools 
close down for three months, and children are 
allowed to run practically wild all that time. 
Theatres and concert halls close their doors in 
May, resigned to their inability to compete with 
the pleasures of nature’ in the summer. Picture 
places close down for repairs, or run old films in 
the hope of an occasional rainy day. Everyone 
who can leave town does so, and those compelled 
to remain throng the municipal bathing beaches 
and openair cafes, or betake themselves to the ad- 
joining islands. Many a shop assistant and clerk 
lays in a store of health for the winter by making 
a tent on a nearlying island his home between his 
working hours. 


To come to Finland at any time of the year 
from any of the big European countries is like 
coming into pure, wind-swept air from a badly- 
ventilated room: to come in the summer is like 
coming from a hot, smoky town to a vast recrea- 
tion ground, ideally situated to give the maximum 
of health.

And that depends 
upon the eost of operating the store. But 
products bearing their own Co-op label, 
Mr. Lanto declares, sell for less than 
standard products of the same grade.
